And whereas, in terms of clause (i) of 
section 2 of the Ancient Monuments and 
Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 1958 
(Act No. 24 of 1958) (hereinafter referred to 
as the “AMASR Act”) any archaeological site 
and remains which is declared to be of 
national importance by or under section 4 of 
the said AMASR Act is a “protected area” 
and in terms of clause (j) of the said section 
an ancient monument which is declared to 
be of national importance by or under the 
said AMASR Act is a “protected monument”; 


And whereas, under sub-section (1) of 
section 20A of the said AMASR Act the 
prohibited area has been specified in respect 
of protected areas or protected monuments 
and under section 20B of the said AMASR 
Act the regulated area has been specified in 
respect of ancient monuments and 
archaeological sites and remains; 


And whereas, total fourteen ancient 
monuments and archaeological sites and 
remains as specified in column (2) of the Table 
below which are situated within the limits of 
the Settlement Level Plan of the Village 
Panchayat of Ella-Old Goa have been 
declared by the Government of India under 
section 4 (3) of the said AMASR Act to be of 
national importance.

And whereas, in terms of regulation 6B 2(A) 
of the Goa Land Development and Building 
Construction Regulations, 2010 (hereinafter 
referred to as the “said Regulations”), any 
development within the regulated area 
beginning at the end of the Prohibited Area 
and extending upto 200 meters in all 
directions beyond the end of the Prohibited 
Area or as notified under the said AMASR 
Act, as amended from time to time, shall 
require N.O.C. from the Competent Authority 
as constituted under the AMASR 
(Amendment & Validation) Act, 2010 and an 
application has to be made with all 
documents as prescribed by the Authority 
for obtaining the N.O.C. which is a 
pre-requisite compliance before making an 
application for development permission/ 
/license under the said regulations to any 
other department of the Union or the State 
Government”. 


Now, therefore, in pursuance of regulations 
6B 2(A) of the Goa Land Development and 
Building Construction Regulations, 2010, the 
Government of Goa hereby notifies the Site 
Plan by delineating therein the protected 
area, prohibited area and regulated area in 
respect of the ancient monuments and 
archaeological sites and remains situated 
within the limits of the Settlement Level Plan 
of the Village Panchayat of Ella-Old Goa as 
specified in column (2) of the Table above for 
the purposes of the said regulation 6B 2(A).
